Francisco. Ives said in 
an inter- 


view he thinks the interval would 
give the President sufficient time 
to test his endurance and decide 
whether he feels able to take on 
foui more yjr.rs of the presidency. 


"The President could say that if 


he is still on the upgrade physi- 
cally by convention time he would 
•accept the nomination," Ives said. 


JX'"The American people know they 


would get an honest decision. In 
my opinion the decision, whatever 
it was, would be accepted without 
question."

are prime suspects in the cause 
of artery hardening but there is as

no air-tight proof 
of their 


guilt. A continuation of this re 
search may clinch the evidence 
against them. Artery hardening is 
one of the top cause.-; of death.

experiments on rate that the ie-

fact that, under the Constitution, 
President Eisenhower's first term 
ends at noon Jan. 20 and the date 
falls on Sunday. 


The last time inauguration day 


fell on a Sunday was March 
4, 


1917, when Woodrow 'Wilson's first 
term ended. Wilson solved 
the 


problem by being sworn in 
by 


Chief Justice While at the Capitol 
without ceremony on Sunday and 
by repeating the oath in public the 
next day when he gave his inau- 
gural address. 


But the highest 
office in the 


land could well bo vacant for a 
day. It happened once. The Con- 
stitution makes no provision foi 
anyone else filling in for a presi- 
dent-elect in such a circumstance. 


Zachary Taylor's term was sup- 


posed to begin March 4, 1849, bin 
lhat date fell on a Sunday

Taylor elected not to be sworn in 
until the following day. 


Suppose Eisenhower runs for i

This Court of Appeals ruling is 


a brake on congressional commit- 
tees. As of now, it is the guiding 
law in the District of Columbia, 
where most such Committee hear- 
ings are held. A court of appeals 
in another circuit, presented with 
the same issues, might rule dif- 
ferently.

If the Justice Department, which

whether Chief Justice Earl Warren 
should run. 


His statement will be interpret- 


ed as meaning (A) he closed the 
door on Warren as a presidential 
candidate, and (B) that he did no 
such thing. 


Asked at his news conference if 


he thought it a bad thing for the 
chief justice to return to politics, 
he said the obvious: that in this 
kind of government there 
should 


be a separation of powers. 


"We shouldn't get too great 
a 


confusion between politics and the 
Supreme Court," he said. 


He cited his own example: "The 


second I was nominated by the Re- 
publican party, I resigned 
from 


the Army; but the 
day 
I 1< 


Europe (May 1952) I retired from 
the Army, and went without 
pay 


until nominated." 


But Eisenhower 
did not retire 


from the Army until he began ac- 
tively to campaign for the Repub- 
lican nomination. If Warren began 
actively to campaign, he'd 
have 


to resign from the court too. Public 
opinion would compel that. 


What Eisenhower didn't say was 


whether he thought it all right for 
Warren, while still on the court, to 
let Warren-for-president clubs 
be
